POLICE SERGEANT SHOT.| 


Sergeant H. W. Hallam, of the 
Hongkeng Patice Forca, was 
accidentally shot whilst out 
game-shooting.in the New Ter 
ritories on Saturday.

FORGER’S PLANT. 


SEQUEL TO YAUMATI 
~~ DISCOVERY. 


The stery of the discovery at 
Yaumati of a complete plant for 
the forging of bank motes was 
told at.the Supreme Court this 
morning, when a Chinese man 
and woman stood charged on five 
counts with being in unlawful 
possession of certain copper 
plates, notes, papers, ete.. On 
September 24th., Chief Revenue 
Officer G. Watt made a raid: on 
114 Portland Street, for the par- 
pose of discovering opium. 
Instead, however, he found a 
forgery plant together with 2 lot 
of made and half-made notes of 
tho Provincial Bank of Kwang- 
tung-and also complete and in+| 
complote Siamese Treasury Notes. 
As a-result of this discovery Yam 
Shing Cho (a man) and Mak 
Ngan (a woman) appeared before 
the Pusine Judge this morning to 
stand their trial. . : 

The Hon: Attorney General 
(Mr. J. H. Kemp) presecuted on 
behalf of the Crown, and the: 
prisoners, who pleaded not guilty, 
were defended by Mr. Campbell 
Prosser, instructed Mr. A. E. Hall. 

The Jury was empanelled as 
follows Messrs. M. A. J. Searle 
(foreman), R. M. Smith, F. W. 
Ford, R. C. Chatterton, H. O. 
Holt, Pang Pun-sang and L. G. 
Rosario. 

In outlining the 
Attorney General stated that 
thera were no fower then 74 
exhibits and that the case would 
have to be gone into with 
& great amount of detail. 
There were three - charges 
of unlawful possession agains: 
the men and two against 
the woman. The ffrst charge 
related to two copper plates, the 
second to certain materials for 
making Siamese Treasury Notes, 
the third to 92 pieces of paper, 
the fourth to three copper plates 
and tha fifth to 654 Siamese 
notes. This extensive forgery 
plant, continued the Attorney 
General, was discovered by 
Revenue Officer Watt, and it 
would be proved that the woman 
had lived on, the premises since 
the beginning of this Chinese 
Year and that the man had lived 
there for over six months. They 
occupied different cubicles, but 
certain articles making up ‘the 
plant were found in both. When 
Mr, Watt visited the premises, 
he was let in by the woman, and 
as he entered he heard the 
noise of a bolt being drawn inside 
the cubicle occupied by the man, 
The door was then ‘opaned and 
the man came out, showing, said 
the Attorney-General, that the 
man had previously bolted him- 
self in-a natural act for anyone 
engaged in unlawful work. As 
soon as Revenue Officer Wett dis- 
covered the plant, he ‘informed 
the police and the case was taken 
over by Inspector Murphy, who 
made a thorough investigation.
